cars for 1941 are presented by Ford 
Motor Company of Canada, 
Also announced is the redesigned Mer- 
cury 8 which also is larger, more com 


fortable and smartly styled. 


Named the DeLuxe and Super We 
Luxe, the Ford cars’ represent the 
most complete change in body design 
and chassis engineering made in 
Ford cars in the last five years. 

The wheelbase on the Fords 
been lengthened by two inches 
overall length to slightly more than 16 
feet, Riding qualities have been greaily 
improved. New long, softer springs; 
improved shock absorbers and a newly 
designed stabilizer to} smocth out 
rough roads and maintain balance on 
turns, combine to provide a new riding 
sensation described as a “gliding ride” 

The new Ford cars have the size and 
the roominess generally associated 
with cars of higher price. The bodies 
are longer and much _ broader—-so 
broad, in fact, that running boards are 
partially concealed. Seating widths 
have been increased as much as seven 
inches, and there is greater shoulder 
room and head room. 

Much greater vision is afforded both 
driver and passengers in the New Ford 
cars. Glass area has been substantial 
ly iucreased, the increase being as 
much as 33 per cent fin the coupes. 
The larger rear window, of one-piece 
curved tempered glass, permits great- 
er vision of the road behind. 

The new wider seats are built with 
a soft “floating” edge and individuai- 
ly pocketed cushion springs. Springs 
are covered with a thick, rubberized 
pad, The driver's seat, adjustable over 
a 41-2 inch range, rises as it slides 
forward, making better vision and 
easier control possible for drivers, re- 
gardless of their stature. 

The new design of the Mercury 
Cars creates an immediate impression 
of roominess combined with stream- 
lined grace. From the widely spaced 
headlights to the sloping rear the new 
Mercury has been designed as a com- 
plate unit, with body sides flaring out 
over semi-concealed running boards. 

Windshield and window areas have 
been increased to permit greater vis- 
fon for drivers and passengers. This, 
in combination with the slightly high- 
er position of the driver's seat, contri- 
butes to driving safety and ease of 
handling. 

The Mercury retains the 95 horse- 
power V-type 8 cylinder engine and 
the power to weight ratio which has 
been a major factor in its flashing 
performance, but transmission gear 
ratios have been changed to give even 
greater acceleration. 

Interior treatment is entirely 
and is designed to give a bright, spac- 
fous effect. Tones are lighter and in 
complete harmony, and close atten- 
tion has been paid to every interior 
detail, 

The Mercury ride has been complete- 
ly re-engineered. The long, softer 
springs are slower in action, and oper-

Parliament is adjourning until Feb 
ruary 17th, The recess is a long one, 
but in January the important Domin- 
ion-Provincial conference on the Sirois 
report will be held at Ottawa. It will 
time to discuss fully the recom- 
mendations of the body of experts 
who for almost three yers made a 
careful study of the financial and econ- 
omic relations of the Dominion and the 
Provinces. Dominion and Provincial 
representatives will be given ‘very 
opportunity to present their views on 
the recommendations of the report; 
there is no thought of curtailing the 
discussion, The autumn part of this 
session has been devoid of legislation. 
Its main object has been a_presenta- 
tion by members of the Cabinet of the 
development of Canada’s war pro- 
gram anda debate on the ministers’ re- 
ports. Before parliament meets again 
on February 17th, the legislative pro 
gram will be prepared. War’s demands 
on the treasury are constantly expand- 
ing; the estimates for the coming 
fiscal year will therefore not be finally 
arranged and approved by the Cabinet 
until just before Parliament meets. 
Some legislative measures will also 
likely be founded on the results of the 
consultations of Col, Ralston and Mr. 
Howe with the authorities in London. 
This is and will continue to be preem- 
inently and practically exclusively a 
war session, The clouds of war seem 
to float over the parliament buildings 
at Ottawa, Good and bad news have 
echoed in the halls of parliament while 
the two houses have been in session, 
heartening word of continued Greek 
successes, of British sea and air ex- 
ploits in the Mediterranean, of relent- 
less air forays on the German war 
machine and on the side of the picture 
the heavy attacks from the air on Bri- 
tish shipping centres.

BENEFIT GAINED 
BY ADOPTING 
SIROIS REPORT 


At Page 101, Vol. U1 the Commission 
Set out the effect of the adoption of 
their recommendations on Saskatclie 
wan Government finances taking 19:7 
as a base. The government would lose 
in tax revenues the sum of $1,553,000 
and through the cancellation of the 
present subsidies a further sum of 
$5,620,000 or a grand total of $7,173,- 
600, But for the same year there would 
be a saving in debt servicing of 
$6,083,000, a saving in relief expend 
itures of $9,776,000, in tax collection 
costs of $72,000 and in sinking funds 
of $28,000 or a grand total in savings 
of $15,959,000, This means a net im- 
provement in provincial finances of 
$8,786,000 before considering the need 
for a National Adjustment Grant or an 
Emergency Grant. Actually for that 
year the National Adjustment Grant 
to Saskatchewan would have been 
$1,750,000 and the Emergency Grant 
$4,000,000, For 1939-40 the Emergency 
Grant would have been $2,000,000, For 
this latter year with social services 
and taxation at the Canadian average 
there would have been a_ provincial 
surplus of $2,950,000 available for ex- 
pansion of education, welfare, and 
developmental ‘expenditures, directly 
or through municipal subsidies, and 
for reduction of taxation. From the 
exhibit printed on page 104 it appears 
that the province of Alberta would 
have a surplus of over two million dol- 
lars although that province would not 
need elther a National Adjustment 
Grant or an Emergency Grant.

BRITAIN’ INDUSTRIAL CAPACITY 


Recently announced figures of Uni 
ted Kingdom trade contain encourag 
ing news. For the first seven months 
of the present year, in spite of extra- 
ordinary demands at home, and the 
threat of enemy action of the high 
seas, Great Britain not only main- 
tained her position as a great export 
er, but actually increased by some 
£ 10,000,000 the total of her manufact- 
ured goods shipped abroad during the 
January-July period, as compared 
with same period in 1939. Total ex 
ports for the seven months aggregated 

£ 225,000,000, 

Naturally the character of the goods 
exports has changed from the pre war 
years, There is an almost inexhaust- 
ible domestic demand for machinery, 
ships and aircraft, Offsetting declines 
in exports of this nature have been 
increases in the shipment of pottery, 
electrical goods, chemicals and dye- 
stuffs, and manufactured textiles. 

With the greater part of the Europ 
ean market closed to her, Britain was 
obliged to find other fields for the 


Placing of her exportable surplus, so 
larger quantities of British manutfac- 
tures are now being sold in Canada, 
the United States and Latin America. 
Canada's imports from the Motherland 
for the eight months ended with Aug- 
ust, 1940, show a total value of 
$105,000,000, or thirty-six percent more 
than in the same period in 1939. The 
principal increases include— Pottery, 
up $1,000,000; electrical apparatus, up 
$500,000; chemicals, up $500,000, and 
textiles, up $13,000,000. Textiles ac- 
counted for forty percent of the total 
British imports during the  eight- 
month period, compared with thirty-

Farmers in the prairie provinces 
will be interested to learn that this | 
Department has decided to offer 
germination tests of field crop seeds 
| 8 @ free service. In order that the 

tests may be thoroughly reliable, 
{ modern thermostatically controlled 
|  germinators are being installed. The 
equipment has been designed in 
consultation with officials of the 
Production Service, Plant Products 
Division, of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Reports on 
samples submitted for testing will 
include remarks on the presence of 
weed seeds and general “soundness.” 

Samples of seed should be taken 
to the nearest country elevator be- 
longing to any of the line elevator 
companies associated with the work 
of this Department. These companies 
are listed on most of the publications 
issued from this office. 

Sufficient material will be provided , 
by 2-ounce samples, but these must 
be delivered at the earliest possible | 
date. It is necessary that our labora- 
tory be in full operation by January | 
lst in order to avoid congestion in | 
March, 

In addition to the germination 
tests, we shall be glad to make grow- 
ing tests and to report on the purity 
and suitability of the variety for the | 
district concerned. If the growing 
test is desired in addition to germi- 
nation, it is only necessary to inform 
the local grain buyer.
